A  six-months  report  released  today 
by  Dr.  Duke  K.  McCall,  executive  sec¬ 
retary  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention  Executive  Committee,  showed 
that  a  total  of  $5,300,090.54  had  been 
received  by  his  office  through  June 


30. 

Of  this  amount,  $2,894,387.45  was 
received  for  the  general  Co-operative 
Program  and  $2,405,703.09  was  received 
for  designated  objects. 

Dr.  McCall  cautioned  against  over 


optimism  in  the  viewing  of  this  six- 
months  report.  Deupite  the  apparent 
success  indicated  by  the  total  of  funds 
received,  he  said  two  failures  are 
noted  They  are  (1)  the  Convention- 
adopted  goal  asked  for  $7.509.M6  in 
distributable  Co-operative  Program  re¬ 
ceipts,  whereas  les  sthan  $8,000,600  will 
be  received  on  the  basis  of  giving  to 
that  category  the  first  six  months; 
and  (2)  the  amount  of  the  designated 
receipts  was  boosted  by  the  annual 
Lottie  Moon  and  Annie  Armstrong 
mission  offerings  early  this  year  which 
will  not  be  matched  by  any  other  large 
giving  the  latter  part  of  the  year. 

Receipts  for  1948  of  $5,300,090.54 
compare  with  receipts  of  $4,281,121.74 
for  the  same  period  of  1947.  The  totjil 
12-months  receipts  for  1947  were  $7,- 
346.463,  indicating  that  1948  giving 
may  reach  $9,000,000  If  the  current 
trend  continues.  Dr.  McCall  said.

Says  Referendum  Outcome  Not 
Anti-Catholic  Movement 


WASHTNO’TON,  D.  C.  -^(RNS)—  A 
warning  against  Interpreting  the  re¬ 
sults  of  the  North  Dakota  anti-grab 
referendum  as  an  “anti  -  Catholic 
movement”  was  Issued  here  by  Pro¬ 
testants  and  Other  Americans  United 
for  Separation  of  CTiurch  and  State. 

Dr.  J.  M.  Dawson,  acting  executive 
director,  described  the  referendum 
outcome.  In  which  voters  banned  the 
wearing  of  religious  garb  In  public 
Khools,  as  a  “mandate  of  the  people 
to  preserve  Church-State  separation.” 

He  denied  that  Protestants-Unlted  * 
had  Initiated  the  referendum  or  had 


been  affiliated  with  the  North  Dakota 
Protestant  group  which  campaigned 
for  It. 

His  organization.  Dr.  Dawson  said, 
had  taken  an  active  Interest  In  the 
referendum  because  of  an  "earnest 
conviction  that  sUte  and  federal  laws 
should  not  permit  any  religious  test 
to  be  Imposed  upon  anyone  holding 
public  office." 

He  said  the  wearing  of  a  distinctive 
religious  garb  is  a  "symbol  of  a  parti¬ 
cular  sectarian  faith,”  and  that  It 
“exerts  a  silent  but  real  Influence  on 
the  Immature  In  behalf  of  that  re¬ 
ligion.”

N.  D.  — (RNS)—  Catholic 
nuns  and  priests  have  been  prohibited 
from  teaching  in  North  Dakota’s  pub¬ 
lic  schools  as  the  result  of  a  referen¬ 
dum  on  whether  persons  wearing  re¬ 
ligious  garb  may  teach  In  the  state’s 
schools. 

Nearly  complete  returns  Indicated  a 
favorable  vote  for  the  antigarb  mea¬ 
sure  of  93,469  and  83,030  opposed  In 
1,973  out  of  2,269  precincts. 

It  was  generally  assumed  here  by 
the  press  and  radio  that  the  anti¬ 
garb  adherents  had  won  a  decisive 
victory  and  that  no  further  tabulation 
of  results  was  necessary. 

The  anti-garb  referendum  petition 
was  filed  by  the  North  Dakota  Com¬ 
mittee  for  Separation  of  Church  and 
State,  after  obtaining  the  10,000  sig¬ 
natures  required  to  place  the  measuro 
on  the  ballot. 

^hop  Refused 

At  that  time  the  committee  issued 
a  statement  saying  that  “In  an  at¬ 
tempt  to  avoid  placing  the  Issue  on  thn 
ballot,”  three  of  Its  members  ap¬ 
proached  Bishop  Vincent  J.  Ryan  of 
Blsmark.  They  aisked  him  to  sign  an 
agreement  to  withdraw  “all  of  the 
Roman  Catholic  garbed  persons"  from 
North  Dakota  public  schools  by  1950. 

The  bishop  refused,  said  the  state¬ 
ment.  “giving  the  committee  no  other 
choice  than  to  file  this  petition.”

Some  Tilings 
Baptists  Con  Do 

In  these  days  of  turmoil,  ru¬ 
mors,  revolution,  starvation  and 
general  uneasiness,  people  are  jit¬ 
tery.  When  we  see  the  world  in  a 
cold  war«  or  on  the  brink  of  a 
fighting  war,  it  is  discouraging. 
Many  are  wondering  if  we  have 
gained  anything  by  the  supreme 
sacrifices  that  have  been  made. 

In  the  midst  of  all  that  causes  so 
much  confusion,  there  are  some 
things  that  Baptists  can  do. 

First:  we  can  make  much  of 
God’s  word.  Regardless  of  con¬ 
ditions  and  confusion,  God  has 
a  word  for  every  situation.  The 
trouble  is  that  so  many  Christians 
pay  more  attention  to  the  comics  * 
and  to  the  crime  news  than  they  do 
to  God’s  word.  We  need  to  keep  up 
with  the  world  but  we  also  need 
to  make  much  of  the  Word  and 
however  worried  and  weary  we 
may  be  there  is  nothing  more  rest¬ 
ful  for  one  of  God’s  children  than 
to  read  from  God’s  woAJ. 

Second:  we  need  to  obey  the 
command,  “Be  ye  separate.”  TTiere 
is  too  much  mixing  Christians 
and  the  world.  Too  many  people 
whose  names  are  on  church  books, 
don’t  seem  to  be  different  from 
people  whose  names  are  on  the 
Devil’s  books.  We  need  to  keep 
ourselves  unspotted  from  the 
world.  God’s  people  need  to  be 
different.  Daniel  was  different  and 
the  world  has  honored  him  for  iL 

Recently  we  were  on  the  diner 
of  an  Illinois  Central  train.  Across 
the  aisle  from  us  was  seated  a 
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young  man  and  a  middle  -  aged 
man.  We  were  not  eavesdropping 
but  neitlier  did  we  put  cotton  in 
our  ears.  Naturally  we  overheard 
some  of  the  conversation.  The 
elder  man  took  a  flask  from  his 
pocket  and  offered  the  young  man 
a  drink.  The  young  man  in  a  kind 
way  refused  and  explained  that 
he  did  not  drink  at  all.  Regardless 
of  the  claims  of  the  Devil’s  crowd, 
the  drinking  man  honored  the 
yoimg  man  for  his  stand  and  said 
to  him: 

“Young  man,  you’re  doing  right 
and  if  you  will  stick  to  your  deci¬ 
sion  you  will  be  better  off  physi¬ 
cally  and  financially.  I  wish  I 
had  never  touched  a  drop.’’ 

Although  both  men  were  well- 
dres.sed  and  looked  prosperous  the 
older  man  insisted  that  he  should 
pay  for  the  other  man’s  supper.  I 
was  thankful  for  one  young  man 
who  stood  for  something. 

God’s  work  would  prosper  more 
and  God’s  people  would  count  for 
more  if  Christians  would  stand 
for  their  profession  and  refuse  to 
indulge  in  the  things  that  compro¬ 
mise.  In  case  of  doubt,  “don’t.” 

Third:  Quit  robbing  God.  Too 
many  Christians  are  tipping  God 
but  not  paying  Him.  When  one 
employs  a  person  to  do  some¬ 
thing  and  he  does  it,  he  will  not 
be  satisfied  with  a  small  tip;  he 
expects  the  wages  due  him.  God 
commands  us  to  bring  more  than 
the  tithe  into  the  storehou.se.  There 
is  no  command  to  give  less  than 
the  tenth,  and  the  Christians  who 
pay  the  tenth  do  prosper  material¬ 
ly  and  spiritually.  Tlic  reason  that 
many  Christians  have  ail  kinds  of 
trouble  is  because  they  are  break¬ 
ing  God’s  law.  But  be  reminded 
that  we  do  not  break  la>\'s,  we 
break  ourselves. 

Fourth:  In  these  days  when 
compromises,  modernism  and  un¬ 
ionism  seem  to  be  the  popular 
thing  with  many,  let  Baptists, 
“Earnestly  contend  for  the  faith 
which  was  once  delivered  unto  the 
saints.”  When  one  compromises 
on  any  part  of  the  Book,  he  will 
sooner  or  later  compromise  on  all 
of  H.  God’s  people  and  God’s 
preachers  need  to  contend  for  the 
eternal  truths  of  the  Book. ' 

TTiese  four  things,  while  not  all 
that  Baptists  can  do,  are  things 
that  will  make  for  better  churches 
and  better  Baptists.

I  have  an  idea  that  If  1  were  teach¬ 
ing  a  Sunday  school  class  on  May  30 
— when  We  Baptists  are  studying  the 
evils  of  liquor — that  I  would  toss  away 
the  prepared  material  and  draw  upon 
some  experiences  of  nearly  20  years 
In  the  newspaper  business. 

“I’ll  never  forget  that  night  In  the 
"death  house"  at  the  Tennessee  peni¬ 
tentiary.  Behind  the  two  sets  of  bars 
were  three  young  men  who  before 
daylight  walked  that  “last  mile’’  to  the 
electric  chair.  Their  heads  had  been 
shaved  and  their  trouser  legs  slit  so 
that  the  electrodes  could  send  the 
deadly  current  through  their  bodies. 

I  remember  asking  why  they  had 
killed  the  sheriff.  They  said  something 
about  a  “thrill  ride”  after  they  had 
gotten  drunk  one  night,  a  robbery  and 
then  being  trapped  by  officers  and 
shooting  their  way  out. 

Liquor  was  responsible  for  Tennes¬ 
see  executing  those  three  men  hardly 
out  of  their  ’teens.  I  talked  with  near¬ 
ly  -a  score  of  men  In  "death  row”  dur¬ 
ing  three  years  with  the  AP  In  Nash¬ 
ville  and  with  but  one  exception  every 
one  of  them  blamed  whiskey  for  their 
downfall. 

I  remember,  too,  the  night  I  was 
standing  in  front  of  Union  Station 
there  during  a  rain  and  saw  a  drunk 
walking  toward  me  on  the  sidewalk. 
He  started  across  the  street.  There 
was  the  silent  slipping  of  automobile 
tires  on  the  wet  pavement  and  then 
the  crash  as  his  body  wasjsitched  30 
feet  or  more  through  the  air.  The 
police  preferred  no  charges  against  the 
driver — the  pedestrian  was  drunk  and 
the  crushed  bottle  was  In  his  pocket. 

Then,  there  was  the  night  In  the 
emergency  room  of  the  hospital  as 
doctors  worked  over  the  mangled  body 
of  a  young  man  I  knew.  Three  others 
— two  of  them  unconscious — were  on 
stretchers  outside  waiting  their  turn. 
They  had  "one  or  two  drinks”  and 
started  home  in  an  automobile.  The 
one  I  knew  survived  but  be  has  a 
horrible  scar  on  his  face  and  an  un¬ 
dersized  jaw  to  remind  him  of  that 
night. 

But  my  memory  is  not  altogether  of 
the  electric  chair,  and  automobile 
crashea  There  also  are  the  mental 
and  physical  wrecks — victims  of  liquor.

Texas  Baptists  Plan 
Ten  Million  Budget 

DALLAS  Texas  —(BP)—  $10.- 
000,000  budget  for  Texas  Baptist 
In  1940  has  been  approved  by  the 
Executive  Board  of  the  Baptist  Gen¬ 
eral  Convention  of  Texas. 

This  budget  Is  an  increase  of  150 
per  cent  over  the  $4,000,000  budget 
in  operation  during  194$.  it  will 
be  recommended  to  the  Convention 
at  Its,  annual  session  In  Houston 
next  November. 

Size  of  the  budget  was  dictated 
by  a  survey  committee  studying 
the  needs  of  Texas  Baptist  insti¬ 
tutions.  The  $10,000,000  is  recom¬ 
mended  aimually  for  five  yetn-s,  and 
its  adoption  by  the  Convention  will 
mean  the  termination  of  special 
fund-raising  campaigns  by  individual 
institutions. 

The  proposed  $10,000,000  annual 
income  would  be  divided  into  three 
categories — the  dist^butable,  desig¬ 
nated,  and  contingent.  Six  million 
dollars  would  go  annually  to  the 
fourths  of  the  remaining  $4,000,- 
000  would  go  for  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  causes,  and  on$-fourth 
would  be  used  for  state  Baptist 
causes.

NAOMI,  WOMAN  OP  FAITH. .  Ruth. 

I.  The  Purpose  of  the  Lesson  Com¬ 
mittee.  The  purpose  of  the  lesson  com¬ 
mittee  is  to  give  us  a  chance  during 
this  quarter  to  study  some  of  the 
less  well  known  characters  of  the  Bible 
The  ordinary  people  always  make  up 
the  bulk  of  the  population  of  the 
world  and  always  do  the  bulk  of  the 
world's  hard  work.  They  also  lend 
the  largest  effort  to  the  performance 
of  any  work  for  God,  anywhere  or 
time.  I  am  not  at  this  moment  striving 
to  deprive  the  great  of  the  world  of 
one  mite  of  the  glory  that  is  Justly 
theirs,  but  I  am  Joining  with  our  les¬ 
son  committee  in  an  effort  to  pay  Just 
tribute  to  the  ordinary  common  people 
who  make  the  bulk  of  God’s  army  of 
faithful  ones  today  and  every  day. 

I  would  pay  deserved  tribute  to  the 
ordinary  preacher,  the  preacher  of 
whom  the  world  hears  little,  whose 
picture  is  not  in  the  papers,  whose 
name  is  not  very  frequently  mentioned 
as  his  brethren  converse  about  the 
work  of  the  kingdom,  the  preacher 
who  has  few  social  obligations,  who 
holds  membership  in  few  if  any  social, 
fraternal  or  luncheon  clubs,  who  has 
no  reputation  to  live  up  to  in  meetings 
of  the  associations  or  conventions,  who 
has  nothing  to  do  but  Just  work  for 
God,  who  delights  in  God’s  command 
and  loves  to  be  guided  by  the  light  of 
God’s  eye  and  to  be  led  by  His  Al¬ 
mighty  hand.  Let  us  look  in  the  book 
of  Ruth  for  this  seldom  mentioned 
character,  Naomi  the  faithful. 

II.  Naomi's  Trials.  See  bow  they  be¬ 
gan!  Her  husband.  Eyibeyech,  seems 
to  have  been  a  man  in  search  of  green¬ 
er  valleys,  and.  In  this  case,  little 
wonder  that  be  was.  He  lived  in  Beth¬ 
lehem,  a  word  that  means  “House  of 
Bread,”  and  that  little  city  was  smit¬ 
ten  by  a  famine.  In  the  face  of  a  lack 
of  bread,  Elimelech  left  the  house  of 
bread  and  Journeyed  with  his  family  to 
the  land  of  Moab,  a  plateau  lying  east 
and  northeast  of  the  Dead  sea,  a 
plateau  3,000  ft.  above  the  surface  of 
the  Mediterranean  and  4,300  ft.  above 
the  surface  of  the  eDad  Sea.  And  Nao¬ 
mi  went  with  him.  What  else  was  she  to 
do?  The  wrench  of  parting  from  life¬ 
long  friends  and  of  taking  up  resi¬ 
dence  in  a  strange  country  and  among 
total  strangers  is  always  greater  In 
the  case  of  a  woman  than  of  a  man. 
But  Naomi,  as  millions  of  other  good 
wives  have  done,  did  that.  Why,  her 
husband’s  right  arm  was  her  tower  of 
strength  and  her  husband’s  love  for 
ber  was  her  guarantee  of  proviskm 
against  all  threat  of  need. 

But  misfortune  struck,  and  h«r 
husband  was  gone,  a  second  and  a 
third  time,  and  both  her  sons  were 
gone,  and  she  was  left  alone.  Who  was 
it  said,  “Of  the  sexes,  woman  is  the 
weaker;  of  women,  old  women  are  the 
most  feeble;  of  old  women,  widows 
are  most  woeful;  of  widows,  those  that 
kre  poor,  their  plight  most  pltful;  sf 
poor  widows,  those  who  want  children, 
their  case  most  doleful;  of  widows  that 
want  children,  those  that  once  had 
them  and  aftenrards  lost  them,  their 
estate  most  desolate;  of  widows  that 
have  had  children,  those  that  are 
strangers  in  a  foreign  country,  their 
condition  most  comfortless.  All  these 
met  In  Naomi,  as  In  the  centre  cf 
sorrow,  to  make  the  measure  of  her 
misery  pressed  down,  shaken  together, 


TWO  COUNTIES  TO  VOTE  ON  BEER 
IN  AUGUST 

A  local  option  election  will  be  held 
in  Grenada  County  on  August  10,  and 
one  will  be  held  in  Monroe  county  on 
August  17  to  determine  whether  the 
legalized  sale  of  beer  shall  return  or 
whether  they  shall  remain  dry.  As- 
cording  to  the  testimony  of  some  of 
the  leading  business  men  of  these 
counties  conditions  are  far  better  now 
than  U\ey  were  when  beer  was  sold. 

The  wets  are  calling  these  elections 
for  selfish  reasons.  Those  who  are 
most  Interested  in  the  return  of  le¬ 
galized  beer  want  it  so  they  can  sell 
it  unhampered.  They  know  that  their 
business  is  fundamentally  wrong  and 
cannot  be  made  right  nor  respectable 
Their  business  is  against  every  legiti¬ 
mate  business  in  the  (wunty.  It  is 
also  against  everything  that  is  worth 
while  and  uplifting.  It  is  a  down-drag¬ 
ging,  life  -  destroying  business  that 
ought  to  be  outlawed  and  stamped  out 
like  rattle  snakes  or  mad  dogs.  Their 
propaganda  is  designed  to  divert  the 
attention  of  the  people  from  the  main 
issue  to  some  side  track  issue  or  by¬ 
path.  One  of  the  old  stock  arguments 
of  the  wets  is  that  the  people  are  go¬ 
ing  to  drink  it  anyway,  and  it  should 
therefore,  be  legalized  so  the  county 
and  state  could  receive  revenue  from 


it.  To  be  consistent  they  would  have 
to  argue  to  repeal  the  laws  against 
murder,  rape  and  robbery  on  the  same 
grounds. 

Beverage  alcohol  is  responsible  for 
more  than  half  of  the  crimes  com¬ 
mitted.  The  emphasis  should  fall  on 
the  major  issue;  namely,  that  strong 
drink  is  public  enemy  Number  One. 
It  matters  not  whether  it  be  sold 
legally  or  otherwise.  The  results  are 
the  same.  Revenue  from  beer  is  blood 
money,  therefore,  and  God  says  “Woe 
to  him  that  buUdeth  a  town  with  blood 
and  establisheth  a  city  in  Iniquity.” 

It  is  not  revenue  that  the  wets  are 
Interested  in.  It  is  personal  gain  which 
they  hope  to  get  out  of  the  traffic. 
They  do  not  care  what  it  costs  the 
public.  As  in  the  days  of  old  it  could 
be  said  of  them,  "They  seek  the  young 
child’s  life.”  The  youth  of  our  land 
has  no  greater  enemy. 

Judge  Joseph  T.  ZoCloll  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts  says,  “Alcoholism  costs  the 
state  annually  $46,474,943.74,  while  re¬ 
venue  from  liquor  is  only  $13,139,- 
266.72.”  Alabama’s  is  $51,500,000  cort 
as  against  $13,000,000  revenue.  It  costs 
the  people  of  Arkansas  $15  for  every 
$1  revenue.  No  genuine  Christian  will 
vote  to  legalize  this  the  greatest  enemy 
of  youth,  the  home,  the  church,  and 
society. 
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running  over.  Many  men  have  had 
afflictions — none  like  Job;  many  wo¬ 
men  have  had  tribulations — none  like 
Naomi. 

III.  Naomi’s  Trust.  It  was  absolute. 
That  which  is  inevitable  comes  from 
God,  and  He,  the  judge  of  all  the  earth, 
withh  do  right.  His  hand  may  be  upon 
his  child  in  chastisement,  but  it  is 
God’s  hand,  and  it  is  guided  by  God’s 
heart  and  God’s  wisdom.  Naomi  heard 
that  her  God  had  visited  His  people 
in  Bethlehem  in  giving  them  bread, 
and  she  was  minded  to  go  back  home, 
swallow  her  pride,  face  her  sorrow,  take 
up  her  burden  and  walk  beneath  it  as 
became  a  child  of  Jehovah.  Has  Naomi 
any  lesson  to  teach  us  hot-hearted, 
world-lustful  slaves  of  greed?  Impa¬ 
tient  at  any  thwarting  of  our  desires 
•r  frustration  of  our  selfish  plans,  is 
there  nothing  for  ns  to  learn  of  pa¬ 
tient  endurance  of  tribulation? 

IV.  Naomi’s  Triumph.  This  came  as 
the  fruit  of  her  faith  that  she  would 
find  help  as  the  reward  of  her  search. 
Of  course  she  had  great  comfort  and 
happing  in  the  unswerving  loyalty  of 
her  daughter-in-law,  the  gallant  girl 
who  set  herself  the  task  of  providing  a 
living  for  the  two  of  them.  But  all  of 
this  soldierly  gallantry  might  have 
gone  for  naught  had  not  the  fact  of  a 
redeemer,  a  teaching  and  truth  that 
runs  like  a  golden  thread  through  all 
of  God’s  revelations,  trust  its  gracious 
self  like  a  ray  of  God’s  own  sunlight, 
into  the  fog-darkened  life  of  this 
faithful  wwnan.  The  goal,  the  kins¬ 
man  redeemer  came  to  her  rescue, 
redeemed  the  property  which  had  been 
lost  through  debt,  and  along  with  the 
property,  bought  to  himself  and  mar¬ 
ried  the  young  widow  of  his  kinsman, 
the  son  of  Naomi.

Five  cars 
loaded  with  deacons  and  members 
came  from  neighboring  churches  to 
help  organize.  Pastor  Wyatt  of  Wade 
was  detained  and  could  not  attend. 

Baptists  In  the  community  have 
long  wanted  a  church,  although  the 
utmost  welcome  has  been  extended 
by  all  the.  other  denominations  who 
have  buildings.  The  church  met  In 
the  school  house,  but  the  Methodists 
have  Invited  them  to  use  their  house 
while  they  erect  their  own.  Some 
men^rs  of  other  churches  have  In¬ 
dicated  they  will  sisslst  when  the 
building  Is  started. 

While  this  small  group  realizes  the 
greatness  of  the  task  ahead,  they  are 
facing  the  future  with  faith,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Mrs.  Irvin  Woodall,  church 
clerk,  and  they  hope  to  make  the  new 
church  count  In  a  fine  way  as  they 
serve.  The  first  meeting  of  the  church 
after  formal  organization  found  them 
setting  up  a  Sunday  school  to  study 
God's  Word,  and  taking  an  offering, 
which  amounted  to  $18.14,  for  the  co¬ 
operative  work  In  the  Lord’s  kingdom 
around  the  world  as  well  as  at  home. 


C«nt«nory  of  First  Church 

STOCKHOLM  _(RN8)—  Swedi. 
Baptists  are  making  the  100th  anni 
versary  of  their  first  church  In  thi 
country.  Centenary  observances  art 
being  sponsored  by  the  Swedish  Bap 
tist  Union. 

The  first  church  was  founded  In  a 
cottage  at  Borekulla  soon  after  fivi 
persons  were  baptized  In  Vallersvik 
Bay  on  Sept.  21,  1848.  Chief  pioneer  of 
the  Baptist  Church  In  Sweden  was  a 
sailor  named  F.  O.  Nilsson,  who.se 
teachings  led  to  the  baptism  of  the 
five  at  Borekulla. 

In  thooe  days,  prejudice  was  strong 
against  Baptists,  and  religious  “in¬ 
novations”  were  frowned  uppn  by  the 
Lutheran  State  Church.  Nilsson  was 
subsequently  arrested  for  “spreadini; 
erroneous  doctrines”  and  was  sen¬ 
tenced  to  banish. 

He  went  to  Copenhagen,  Denmark 
In  1851  where  he  served  as  a  pastor  fur 
two  years.  Pardoned  In  1880,  he  later 
served  in  Gothenberg,  Sweden  and  the 
United  States. 

It  was  during  his  stay  In  Copenha¬ 
gen  that  Nilsson  baptized  the  Rev. 
Anders  Wllberg,  a  convert  from  the 
LutheranChurch.Wieberg  later  became 
the  chief  Baptist  pioneer  In  Sweden, 
writing  a  significant  treatise  on  bap¬ 
tism,  organizing  Baptist  work,  and 
helping  found  the  Bethel  Theological 
Seminary  here. 


MEMPHIS.  Tenn.  — (RN8)—  Mem¬ 
phis  Baptists  substituted  a  24-hour 
series  of  prayer  meetings  for  a  motor¬ 
cade  to  the  Arkansas  capital  In  their 
protest  against  a  propos^  race  track 
at  West  Memphis,  Ark.

The  sudden  change  In  plans 
came  during  a  meeting  of  the  pastors’ 
association,  when  Eastern  Arkansas 
churchmen  suggested  that  a  small 
committee  sent  to  Little  Rock  by  the 
association  would  be  as  effective  as 
the  mass  demonstration.
